Candidates in the Fourth Dis- 
trict are James M. Webbe, Dem- 
ocrat, and Philip E. Muehlheaus- 
ler, Republican, and in the 
Sixth, John P. Barrett, Demo- 
crat, and Leo Redel, Republican.

Objectors 
are a group of University City 
and Clayton residents who op- 
pose plans for a Central Park- 
way, restricted to pleasure ve- 
hicles, near their homes. 

County Supervisor Luman F. 
Matthews, replying to assertions 
by some objectors that federal- 
state expressways would be built 
regardless of v-hether the county 
puts up money for right-of-way, 
made public a letter from Chief 
Engineer Rex M. Whitton of the 
Missouri Highway Department 
emphasizing that no contracts 
would be let until the county 
pays its share. 

$6,500,000 County's Share. 

Under the bond program, 
$6,500,000 would be spent for 
right-of-way as the county’s 
share in federal-state highway 
construction. 

Whitton, referring to a 1.7- 
mile stretch of the Mark Twain 
Expressway between Nelson 
drive and Florissant road, in 
northern St. Louis county, said 
the state had advanced the 
county’s half-share for right-of- 
way to permit work of acquisi- 
tion to proceed.

Ship Looks Like Miniature C-119 Packet 
Cargo Plane—Small Jet Engines 
on Rotor Blades.

Tests of the first convertiplane 
developed in the United States, 
an aircraft intended to combine 
many of the advantages of heli- 


copters and conventional planes, 
have started tt McDonnell Air- 
craft Corp. at Lambert-St. Loyis 
Field, it was announced today. 

Visitors, airline passengers 
and employes at the airport 
have had glimpses of the plane 
in the last few days as it was 
undergoing initial engine tests 
in front of the McDonnell plant 
or on the company’s ramp. 

It has much the appearance of 


plane, with a pusher-type pro- 
peller and a helicopter rotor on 
top. The convertiplane has a 
wing span of 26 feet, is about 
30 feet long and 10 feet high. 
The rotor is for hovering and 
vertical climbing, the wings for 
rapid forward flight. 

Twin booms extend back from 
a pod-like fuselage, and each has 
a vertical tail fin. A horizontal 
tail surface extends between the

GO THROUGH SOUTH | 
KOREA TO INCHON 


INCHON, Korea, Feb. 8 (AP) | 
—Thirteen hundred Indian 
troops today moved under guard 
from Korea’s neutral zone to a 
ship leaving tomorrow for India. 
With them went 88 prisoners of 
war who asked for removal to 
neutral countries. 

Some 50 South Koreans made 
an unsuccessful last-minute plea 
at the Inchon docks for the 88 
unrepatriated Korean and Chi- 
nese P.O.W.s to change their 
decision. As the P.O.W.s board- 
ed landing craft headed for the 
transport Asturias, the Koreans 
sang, chanted and made 
speeches over a loudspeaker. 

The prisoners, originally cap- 
tured by the Allies, refused to 
return to North Korea and Red 
China.

There is an official version— 
and a rather divergent unoffi- 
cial explanation—of the events 
now in the making. 

The State Department will 
contend, at least privately, that 
the over-riding reason for drop- 
ping Dean is that the depart- 
ment’s top officials feel he made 
a serious mistake of judgment in 
taking the initiative, despite 
verbal provocation by the Com- 
munists, to break off negotia- 
tions. They will emphasize that 
it was in the interests of the 
United States to keep negotia- 
tions going, unless the other side 
wanted to break off, and that it 
is to our interests to reopen 
| them. 

There are credible reasons 
which create strong suspicions 
that this is not the whole story. 
Undoubtedly the official version 
has elements of truth in it, but 
it may well not be the controll- 
ing factor. At least some feel 
that if breaking off the negotia- 
tions. was a mistake of judg- 
ment, it was a mistake which 
could have been repaired with- 
out sacrificing Dean. 

Attacks on Dean. 

The factor which may be 
really controlling in this deci- 
sion is the Republican political 
attack which was launched 
against Dean —from the floor of 
the Senate and in telephone 
calls to Secretary Dulles —sim-

MINISTERS ARGUE 
MOLOTOV DEMAND

BERLIN, Feb. 8—The Big 
Four Foreign Ministers, return- 
ing to West Berlin for the third 


week of their conference, met 
in secret session at the Allied 
Control Authority building to- 
day. 

The main item before them was 
Soviet Foreign Minister V. M, 
Molotov’s proposal for the call- 
ing of a five-power conference, 
including Communist China, to 
discuss measures to relieve in- 
ternational tension, disarma- 
ment and political and economic 
problems. 

This was Item 1 of Molotov's 
agenda for the Berlin confer- 
ence, which the Western min- 
isters accepted in order to get 
on with the main business 
Germany and Austria—but on 
which no agreement could be 
reached in open sessions. 

With regard to this item, the 
United States position is fixed, 
according to a high source in 
the delegation. We will not 
enter any conference which 
would indicate United States 
recognition of Red China as one 
of the great powers. Secretary 
of States John Foster Dulles 
had previously indicated United 
States willingness to confer with 
China on matters where China 
was immediately concerned as 
in the political conference in 
Korea. 

Want Show of Sincerity. 

In regard to a conference on 
Indochina, both the French and 
the United States position’ is 
that the Red Chinese would 
have to give some evidence of 
honest and peaceful intentions. 
The two powers consider that 
these intentions could be shown 
by Chinese actions in the politi- 
cal conference in Korea, or by 
stopping shipment of arms to 
Indochina. 

So far the prospect is not en- 
couraging that the Chinese are 
willing to deal honorably in a 
conference. 

If progress were made in the 
political conference in Korea it 
would be possible to enlarge thig 
conference to include Indochina. 

The Western ministers were 
reported agreed also that all in- 
ternational attempts to bring 
about world disarmament must 
be within the United Nations. 
Molotov had proposed such a 
conference under the auspices 
of the international organiza- 
tion, but with non-members, in- 
cluding Red China sitting in. 

As far as Germany—Item 2 
is concerned, the conference has 
reached an impasse. Neither 
side will retreat from its posi-

Remington was convicted at 
his first trial of falsely de 
to a grand jury that he ever was 
a member of the Communist 
party, but the conviction was 
overturned on the ground the 
trial jury was not properly in- 
structed on what constitutes 
‘Communist party membership. 

In his latest appeal, Rem 
ton charged that “oppression 
and deceit” occurred in the 
grand jury room before the first 
‘indictment was returned be- 
cause: 

“The foreman of the grand 
jury, John Brunini, was the fi- 
nancial and literary colloborator 
of the chief prosecution witness, 
Elizabeth Bentley, in the prepa- 
ration and publication of a book 
. .. the success of which de- 
pended upon Remington’s indict- 
ment. 

“The prosecution’s case was 

presented by . . . Thomas E. 
Donegan, a special assistant to 
the Attorney General who had 
previously been Miss Bentley's 
personal attorney in à litigation

Dr. Ali, former Ambassador 
to the United States, also was 
interviewed but declined to be 
quoted. His views coincided for 
5 most part with those of Si- 

ik. 

Sjarir, who is 44 years old, 
was the country’s first Prime 
Minister and the only top Indo- 
nesian leader who did not col- 
laborate with the Japanese after 
they drove out the Dutch in the 
last war. He said: 


“We are eager to introduce 
rational thinking and try to 
make our people understand we 
are not alone in the world, but 
Indonesia should not try to mix 
in international problems during 
its first stage of revolution; we 
should concentrate first on na- 
tional problems.

As From a Tower of Babel 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Even in a democracy someone 
must be entrusted with power. In 
internal matters it is frequently best 
that authority be dispersed, but in 
foreign affairs the nation must speak 
in unison, and its representatives 
must speak with authority. 

The main objection to the Bricker 
amendment to the Constitution is 
that it would deprive the American 
people of their power to speak with 
one voice among the nations of the 
earth. It would require them to 
speak in a multiplicity of tongues, 
as from a Tower of Babel. 

The people, by the Constitution, 
have designated the President as 
their authoritative spokesman in for- 
eign affairs. Elected by all the 
people and responsible directly to 
them, he is the most appropriate 
official to be entrusted with this 
important power. 

In the administration of this func- 
tion, our Presidents have sometimes 
made mistakes. But of many hun- 
dreds of treaties and executive 
agreements negotiated in our history, 
the great majority have been bene- 
ficient and beyond criticism. If con- 
gressional or legislative approval 
had been required, would the re- 
rults have been better? 

The Congress sometimes passes 
bad laws, but is that a sufficient 
reason for curtailing the power of 
Congress to legislate? Risks of mis- 
take are inherent in government. We 
should be ever alert to minimize 
them. But the remedy in general is 
not restricting the power of officials 
but electing better officials. 

The fathers of our country 
wrought wisely when they placed 
the conduct of foreign affairs in the 
hands of the President. Let us not 
destroy their work for “slight and 
transcient” causes.

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Stalemate on the Court Plan 

A stalemate as inflexible as tha} between 
Russia and the Western powers is developing 
between the Governor of Missouri and the Jack- 
son County Judicial committee. Gov. Donnelly 
now has twice rejected the twice-submitted 
slates of nominees for three new Kansas City 
circuit court judgeships. 

The Governor contends that political consid- 
erations entered into the selection of Republi- 
can and anti-Donnelly Democrats made by the 
commission in accord with the 1940 nonpartisan 
court plan. So he is insisting on new lists of 
names. The. commission has argued—so far— 
that it has no authority to reconsider, 

Meanwhile the backlog of cases grows larger 
and larger. Yet it would set a deplorable prece- 
dent if the commission were to yield to the 
Governor, regardless of the merits of its nomi- 
nees. It would undermine the fundamental pur- 
pose of the court plan by throwing the selection 
of judges back into patronage politics, It would 
mean that a Governor could call for new names 
until he got those of men he wanted to “reward.” 

The issue between the Governor and the judi- 
cial commission has never been submitted to the 
courts. It may now become necessary to seek 
such a ruling. The time so consumed would be 
much less of a loss than a return to political 
domination of important judicial positions. 
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Let the House Vote on the Seaway 

The overwhelming 23-to-6 vote by which the 
House Public Works Committee reported out 
the St. Lawrence seaway bill is an impressive 
indicator of the measure’s support. Unfortunate- 
ly it was not in the Public Works Committee, but 
in the Rules Committee, to which the bill now 
goes, that the enemies of the project have 
planned to do it to death. 

The Rules Committee, properly a traffic po- 
liceman, should not allow itself to be made an 
obstruction to the transaction of the legitimate 
business of Congress. The Senate has passed this

legislation by the substantial vote of 51 to 38. 


The House deserves an early chance to vote on 
it also. „ 


Time to Lock che Stable Door 


Congressional attitude on congressional pen- 
sions may be a little embarrassing to explain 
unless rectified before campaign time rolls 
around. 

The House has passed and sent to the Senate 
a bill liberalizing the congressional pension 
system. Annuities for widows and children of 
members of Congress would be extended to 
cover those of members whe die in service; they 
are now limited to survivors of retired members. 
Computations for annuities would be liberal- 
ized, and credit would be given to members for 
up to five years of past military service, with 
retirement at age 55 permissible for members 
with 10 years of service. 

The approving action was taken without dis- 
cussion or opposition, the Associated Press re- 
ports, under a parliamentary procedure where 
a single objection could have blocked its pas 
sage. 

‘Meanwhile five bills are languishing in com- 
mittee—one in the Senate and four in the 
House—to prohibit members of Congress from 
receiving pension benefits if they have been 
convicted of felonies or of improper use of their 
authority, power, influence or privileges, Ever 
since 1949, Representative Karsten, St. Louis 
Democrat, has been trying to get such a bill 
through the House. 


Mr. Karsten's latest effort, H.R. 3301, intro- . 


duced Feb. 10, 1953, and carried over to the 
second session of the Eighty-Third Congress, 
has been referred to the House Post Office and 
Civil Service Committee. No action has been 
taken on it and no hearings have been held. 


Three other measures introduced by Republi- 
eans are still awaiting action by the same Som- 
mittee. Senator Williams, Delaware Republican, 
has introduced a similar bill but the Senate 
Judiciary Committee has not seen fit to act 
on it. 

Andrew J. May, a former Democrat in the 
House, from, Kentucky, is still receiving a con- 
gressional pension, although he was convicted 
in 1947 on a bribery conspiracy charge and 
served 9 months and 13 days in prison. Later 
he was pardoned by former President Truman, 
as was former Representative J. Parnell Thom- 
as, New Jersey Republican, who served 8% 
months in prison after he witiidrew a not-guilty 
plea on a charge of padding his office payrolls. 
Thomas, now 58, who will be eligible for a 
pension when he reaches age 62, has announced 
his intention of running for re-election. Now

It is no wonder if he gains the im- 
pression that the Government's policy 
toward him is based on the old maxim 
of the con man: “Never give a sucker 
a break.” 

As far as the money is concerned, 
this policy has not been ruinous so far, 
and probably will not be ruinous in the 
future; but the Government's assets are 
not all measured in money.

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New Look at the Borgias 


LUCREZIA BORGIA, by Marie Esilonci; trensieted 
by Bernard and Barbara Wall. (Harcourt, Brece 
., %.) 


The name of Lucretia Borgia, or of 
almost any one of the Borgia family, 
has been synonymous for many years 
with images of poison, treachery, in- 
trigue and murder. A more kind!y 
interpretation necessarily awakens fee 
ings of surprise and doubt in most 
readers. Maria Bellonei has treated the 
family with sympathy and understant- 
ing, but in her desire to humanize 
Lucrezia Borgia, she has robbed her 
of much of the force and power usually 
attributed to her. 
Thus Lucrezia is 
left a rather weak, 
well-intentioned 
woman, whose 
crime is merely a 
docile consent to a 
fait accompli. At 
the distance of sev- 
eral hundred years, 
a Lucrezia Borgia 
of initiative, dar- 
ing and enterprise 
seems pneferabie 
to Signora Bel 
lonei's Luereris. 

The biography 
covers the time 
from Luerezia’s birth, around 1480, 
until her death in 1519, a period of 
some 40 years, and concerns itself na- 
turally, with thé struggle for power 
among the Popes and the royalty of the 
period as much as with events in Lu- 
crezia’s private life. Pope Alexander 
VI, (Rodrigo Borgia) father of Lucrezia 
and Cesare, to mention his two most 
notorious children, is pictured as a 
sensual man of the world, but an able 
administrator and an.affectionate, if at 
times — . father. Cesare Borgia 
is ambitious and daring: but driven 
more by jealousy and an angry frustra- 
tion at being a nger son than by 
compulsions of ability and leadership. 
Juan Borgia, whose mysterious death, 
peasy by the hand or at least at the 

nstigation of his brother Cesare, cut 
short a life of profligacy, was Rodrigo's 
favorite son. 

This book throws out hints of Lu- 
crezia’s role in acts of treachery and 
her parts, passive at least, in unmen- 
tionable crimes; but whereas many 
previous historians have accepted her 
in these roles, Maria Bellonci either 
passes over them evasively or shrouds 
them in clouds of conflicting testimony. 

The result is to leave the Borgia 
daughter a rather shadowy and nebu- 
lols figure and to spotlight the other 
Borgias, making them more positive, 
more unscrupulous and interesting. 

The biography represents an enor- 
mous amount of research and gives 
a vivid and interesting impression of 
Italy in the late fifteenth and early six- 
teenth centuries. Moving against the 
background of her ambitious and crafty 
family, the figure of Lucrezia Borgia 
ylelds precedence to the male members 
of her family. Her first husband, 
Giovanni Sforza, found hig marriage 
dishonorebly dissolved when it became 
apparent that the destinies of the two

Don't Talk Down

66 OW old are you, grandpa?” asked 7-year-old Wally. 
H “Old enough to know better,” replied grandpa, 
facetiously. 

But Wallys father didn’t feel that this was a very ade- 
quate answer. He felt that a child's questions should be 
answered clearly and respectfully, no matter how young the 
child. 

So he interrupted and told grandfather this. And grand- 
father, fortunately accepting this point of view, enlightened 
Wally. I'm sixty-four,” he told his grandson. 

“Oh, grandpa?” replied the boy. “Then you were born 
after the Louisiana Purchase!” 

Wally’s knowledge of history and his memory for dates 
was obviously somewhat ahead of that of the average 7-year- 
old. But this anecdote illustrates, we believe, the importance 
of not talking down to children. 

Wally, certainly, was far beyond the stage—intellec- 
tually—where “Old enough to know better” was a suitable 
answer to give him about dates and ages. 

x * 

IT IS THE SAME with many other children. Certainly 
you don’t want to make a habit of conversing with children 
in a pedantic manner—way over their heads. But it is 
equally bad, and certainly a more common error, to talk 
down to them. 

Talking down to children begins, in many cases, when 
they are but infants. Most of us have been subjected 
at one time or another, either as victims or as innocent 
bystanders, to baby talk. 

Most child specialists and most parents whom we know 
are “against” baby talk. It is one of the most pointless forms 
of “talking down.” It certainly is not understood better by 
the child than is more accurate language; and it is mildly 
dangerous in that it sometimes is picked up by the child 
himself. 

x X * 

BABY TALK is not to be confused with accepting the 
speech of a child at a certain age and talking at his level. 

Though many children quite normally go through a 
jargon stage at 18 months, and though most use “me” for 
“I” until 244 to 3 years, most speak quite accurately as soon 
as they are able to get enough words together to form a 
sentence. Inaccurate pronunciation—Doanie for Joanie, twy 
for try, is in most merely an immaturity which soon drops 
out. 

Later on, when it is not the specific manner of speech 
but the ideas involved which are in question, we still 
believe that respect for the ~child’s basic intelligence is 
best shown by talking to him in a reasonable manner.

The potentials of these and 


other projects have led eminent 
You are very wise to refrain from any hint of eriti- 


scientists like Dr. Farrington 
Daniels, past president of the 
American Chemical Society, to 
support efforts to harness the 
sun’s power now—and to point 
out that atomic power, by com- 
ore looks “pretty insignifi- 
cant.” 

The key to almost all these. 
projects is an efficient solar 
engine: one that will turn the 
tremendous storehouse of en- 
ergy in sunlight into horsepower 
and volts. Such an engine hasn't 
been built yet, but a few pio- 
neering designs are on paper 
and in the planning stage. 


But a simpler device—the 
solar stove or “cooker”—already 
is in mass production. Any 
schoolboy can use a magnifying 
glass or lens to concentrate sun- 
light into a bright, hot spot. The 
“solar cooker” works on the 
same simple principle. 


Dr. M. Ghai of India reported 
recently that his nation’s Na- 
tional Physical laboratory has 
developed a cheap cooker using 
a specially curved (parabolic) 
mirror instead of a lens to 
gather heat. The mirror is less 
than four feet wide, the “cook- 
er” weighs less than 30 pounds, 
and Dr. Ghai says it serves the 
needs of*an “average-sized” 
family. . 

Fuel is costly in India, but 
sunlight is free—and so the 
laboratory is turning out 1000 
of its solar stoves every month 
in what may be the real begin- 
ning of a solar century. 


Why couldn't the lens—or 
mirror—be made in huge sizes, 
and driven by clockwork to fol- 
low the sun through the sky all 
day, collecting heat to turn water 
into steam, drive turbines for 
power, or run engines? 

One trouble with such pieces 
of gigantic jewelry is that they 
are extremely expensive. The 
cost of glass alone is staggering, 
scientists admit, best 
their efficiency would be only 
3 to 5 per cent. 

Dr. Daniels told a recent 
meeting of the American Chem- 
ical Society, therefore, that re- 
searchers should start experi- 
menting — now — with cheap 
forms of plastic, to see if they'll 
do as well as costly glass. 

The giant mirrors would pro- 
duce small spots of enormous 
heat—more than 3000 degrees 
centigrade. A thin film of wa- 
ter, exposed to this heat, would 
flash into steam—just like water 
spilled on a very hot stove. 
“Flash boilers” like those on the 
old Stanley steamer autos easily 
turn steam into power to drive 
engines, turbines or electric 
generators. 

But, cost aside, there’s another 
problem. What happens when 
the sun goes down, or behind a 
cloud? Power production stops. 

This leads Dr. Daniels and 
Others to favor a slower but 
surer plan for a solar power 
plant: the “flat-plate” heat col- 
lector. 

This is nothing but a simple 
box with an insulated bottom, 
painted a flat black, inside and 
out. Cover it with glass, put it 
in the sun, and air or water in- 
side the box grows hot—just as 
in a hot-house. 

The heat in this water, Dr. 
Daniels points out, can be used 
for work in a variety of ways. 
And in case the sun goes out, 
the hot water or super-heated 
steam can be kept in a well-in- 
sulated storage tank, much like 
a vacuum bottle, to be drawn 
on as r is needed. 

But here, too, there's a prob- 
lem. It will take quite a few 
boxes to produce sizeable quan- 
tities of electric power. Dr. 
Hoyt Hottell estimates that a 
flat- box system turning out 
100,000 kilowatt-hours of elec- 
tricity would cover 1330 acres

of land and cost nearly $50,000,- 
000 for glass alone. 

Yet—and this is the hope that 
spurs researchers on—an esti- 
mate by Dr. Charles Abbot of 
the Smithsonian Institution 
shows that there’s enough sun- 
light on Mexico to produce 10 
trillion horsepower hours a year 
—if only we could find a han- 
dle,“ a good way to tap the solar 
energy. 

Dr. Abbot has designed a two- 
horsepower solar engine, using 
a lens and a flash boiler, for 
$1000. Its operation is about 
twice as expensive as that of 
machines run on electric power 
at current United States rates, 
but he believes it—and a five- 
horsepower model still on pa- 
per —would be highly useful for 
heat, light, pumping, irrigation 
and other tasks on isolated 
farms or in areas where power 
is expensive or non-existent. 
* * „ 

ND, the National Laboratory 
Ac India is experimenting 

with a different type of low- 
horsepower solar engine that 
might be used for water pumps 
and small looms. 

But the really vast projects 
still are dreams—sunny dreams. 
Dr. Arthur Von Hippel of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology points out that in desert 
areas “glaring sunlight burns 
every trace of vegetation off the 
ground ... yet below the sand 
is water in many places that 
could be pumped by the same 
solar energy to the surface to 
create a Garden of Eden.” 

How would this be done? Dr. 
Vannevar Bush has one sugges- 


tion: A sol -energy “surge- 
pump.” Heated air from flat- 
plate collectors would be sucked 

to one arm of a U-shaped tank 

lied with surging water, on the 
downsurge. Then cold water 
would be sprayed into the air 
space, the air would contract, 
the water would surge upwards, 
and the air would be com- 
pressed, forced through a valve 
and stored in a tank. 

This compressed air, he rea- 
sons, could be used in an air- 


driven pump to raise water for 


irrigation. 

Actually, one of the world’s 
best solar engines is reading this 
article. The solar energy ma- 
chine, of course, is you, for your 
body—like any other machine,“ 
‘alive or dead, that burns fuel 
for energy —depends on solar 
power. 

Your fuel comes from food, 
The food comes either from 
plants, or from animals that 
have eaten the plants, or from 


animals that have eaten animals 


that ate the plants. And plants 
—the starting point in all this 
—use the sun to live and grow. 

The coal that fires heating 
plants or boilers once was food. 
Natural gas and petroleum were 
created by the sun’s action. Wa- 
ter wheels are turned by water 
that was evaporated by the sun, 
to fall as rain. 

Another way of saying all this 
is that without plants and their 
use of sunlight, all higher forms 
of life—from insects to animals 
to man—would die. There would 
be neither food nor fuel. 

And so, from his misty begin- 
nings to the present, man has

Damp Spots Under Plaster. 


ORRECTING a leaky window 

is not a very difficult job 

once you find the leak but 
finding it can be a really miser- 
able undertaking. Let's take the 
rather common complaint of wet 
spots on the wall directly under 
a window. 


This looks like a leak all right 
but it may be from water on 
the inside of the window—con- 
densation that collects on the 
glass, drips down onto the sill 
and then through a crack to the 
plaster or wallboard. Usually, 
however, it's from wind driven 
rain on the outside and it may 
be finding its entrance to the 
wall at any point on the window 

me. 

The most likely spot for water 
to get into a window frame is 
at the top where the frame joins 
the house siding. It may be that 
the flashing has a hole in it, has 
pulled loose or just doesn't exist. 
Caulking compound will usually 
do the trick here. 

Another important spot is the 
base of the frame under the out- 
side sill where frame joins sid- 
ing. Caulking this seam will 
help and so will cutting a groove 


along the underside of the. sill. | 


The side seams where the win- 
dow frame joins the siding may 
also allow water to enter and 
we can’t forget the frame itself. 
A window frame is made up of 
many pieces of wood and this 
means many joints. It takes 
just a hair line opening in one 
of these seams to allow water 
to be forced into the frame and 
once it’s there it will eventually 
reach the inside wall. Cleaning 
out these joints with a sharp 
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pointed tool and then filling 
them with white lead or paint 
will usually do the trick.

depended on this sun-and-plant 
cycle for his fuel. But tomorrow 
may be different. Now man is 
looking directly to the sun—and 
the sea—and with them he may 
change the face of the earth. 

In tropic regions the sun beats 
long and hot on the sea’s sur- 
face—and warms it. But 1000 
feet down the water is cold. The 
French Societie Energie des Mers 
wants to put this temperature 
difference to work—for Africa's 
benefit.

F engineers can bring the 
| warm and cold water together, 

the heat — which is really 
stored-up solar energy — will 
flow from hot area to cold and 
it can be made to de useful 
work in the process. 

At Abidjan in French West Af- 
rica, scientists plan to draw 82- 
degree surface water into a vacu- 
um tank. When the air. pressure 
is low enough, 82-degree. water 
will boil and turn into steam. 

Nearby will be a condenser, 
cooled by 42-degree water piped 
from deep undersea. In between 
will be a turbine. 


The hot steam will flow through 
the turbine to the cool condens- 
er—turning the turbine. And the 
turbine will drive an electric gen- 
erator. 


And undeveloped West Af- 
rica—rich in raw materials—will 


‘have electric power. The same 


process, scientists believe, might 
be applied to many other coastal, 
tropic areas. 

Another suggestion for solar 
power recently from Uni- 
versity of ago Prof. Richard 
Meier. He wants to use sunlight 
to cultivate vast acres of little 
one-celled green plants, algae, 
which like all plants convert 
sunlight into combustible starch 
and cellulose. 

The water in which the algae 
grow will be warmed by the sun. 
If a supply of cool water is avail- 
able, the temperature difference 
can be in Africa—to 
drive a steam turbine. 

But that’s not all. If the algae 
were made to ferment, Dr. Meier 
says, it would. produce huge 
quantities of methane gas—and 
that could be used to drive a gas 
turbine. Or it could be burned 
like present-day natural gas for 
heating and cooking, or the me- 
thane could be converted chem- 
— into kerosene and gaso- 

ne. 

Some scientists are trying to 
duplicate photosynthesis — the 
chemical miracle by which green 
plants take “gases from the air 
and, with the aid of sunlight, 
turn them into fuel and food. 

In one recent experiment. Dr.

_ Wolf Vishniac of Yale Univers- 


ity took a first step toward that 
dream. Using plant extracts, a 
test-tube and light, he converted 
solar energy into chemical en- 
ergy with an efficiency 20 times 


- greater than that of plants them- 


selves. 

A more practical and exciting 
sunlight - powered chemical ex- 
periment has been performed by 
Dr. Lawrence J. Heidt and his 
associates at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. 


~*~ * * 

HE scientists took ordinary 

water, added certain chemi- 

cals — perchloric acid and 
cerium — and exposed the mix- 
ture to a beam of ultraviolet 
light, the “sun-tan” rays that 
make up about 4 per cent of sun- 
shine. 

The chemicals were unchanged 
and could be used over and 
over again—but the water de- 
composed into hydrogen and 


oxygen. 

And this hydrogen and oxygen, 
if trapped separately and 
brought together to recombine 
into water, will release enorm- 
ous, explosive quantities of en- 
ergy in the process. The explo- 
sion can be controlled, to pro- 
duce a ‘white-hot flame. 

Dr. Heidt and his assocjates, 
in other words, have used light 
to produce chemicals that will 
store energy—and give it up on 
demand. 

Some researchers believe the 
future will yield a high-compres- 
sion internal combustion “ex- 
plosion engine” running on the 
products of water and sunlight. 

There are two other routes 
for converting sunlight into 
energy: the thermo-couple and 
the photo-cell or “electric eye.” 

Thermo-couples are simply 
two semicircles of different 
metals (zinc and antimony, in 
most cases) joined at each end. 
If one junction is heated, a 
small electric current is gener- 
ated. But even the best ex- 
perimental thermo-couples today 
have a sunlight-to-current effi- 
ciency of only 5 per cent. 

The photo-cell operates on 
equally simple principles. The 
energy in light rays, falling on 
a specially treated metal plate, 
knocks electrons out of the 
metal’s atoms. The electrons 
flow in one direction—and elec- 
tric current is nothing but a 
flow of electrons. But even 
with huge photo-cells, much 
larger than the gadgets that 
open doors automatically, the 
efficiency is low. 

Finally, Dr. Eugene Rabino- 
witch of the University of IIIi- 
nois has. made a tiny, sun- 
powered electric battery. This 
“photogalvanic cell” is filled 
with water, iron salts and a 
light-sensitive purple dye called 
thionine. Two platinum elec- 
trons are dipped into the solu- 
tion. 

Expose one electrode to light, 
keep the other dark and—be- 
cause of the light’s action on 
thionine — an electric current 
flows out. Remove the light 
source, the current reverses it- 
self and almost instantly the 
cell is re-charged and fresh. 

The current is tiny, but the 
possibilities are enormous. Some 
iron salt, some dye, some light— 
and nothing needs replacement. 

This is a mighty spur to fur- 
ther, industry supported re- 
search. Unromantic chemists 
have joined the poets: they both 
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see gold in sunlight.
